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Feeling  this,  and  having  begun  to  civilize  and  humanise 
war,  may  we  not  hope  to  see  it  become  “  fine  by  degrees  and 
“  beautifully  less,"  till  it  tapers  away  to  nothing.  To  bo 
sure,  we  have  to  make  the  new  experiment  with  rather  an  un¬ 
promising  subject,  the  antagonist  of  our  gentleValentine  being 
an  Orson  proper.  But  it  ought  to  touch  his  savage  breast  to 
observe  how  little  eagerness  there  is  for  the  fray,  and  the 
slow  funeral  step  of  our  march  of  war.  If  Russia  would 
but  take  example  by  us,  we  should  see  a  war  m  rose.  There 
would  be  no  huny  to  cross  the  Danube,  or  to  make  ap¬ 
proaches  to  doubtful  issues  ;  her  generals  would  be  in¬ 
nocently  and  peaceably  amusing  themselves  at  shows  and 
entertainments,  and  her  troops  for  speed  would  especially 
be  most  backward  in  their  movements.  But  the  mis¬ 
fortune  is  that  these  barbarians  will  not  make  their  side 
of  the  war  in  an  improved  and  civilised  fashion.  There 
is  great  doubt  whether  they  will  even  have  the  common 
politeness  to  wait  for  the  assembling  of  our  forces  ;  nay,  there 
is  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  bo  brutal  enough  to  seize 
the  opportunity  of  enacting  another  Sinope,  though  they 
know  that  our  generals  are  on  the  road  to  meet  them  in 
due  time  and  season,  and  that  our  cavalry  are  in  a  fair  way 
for  embarking  in  marvellously  foul  weather.  Caleb  Bal- 
derstone  asks  the  urchins  who  are  waiting  to  see  the  tower  of 
Wolfsorag  blow  up,  whether  they  suppose  that  the  tower 
will  bo  so  disrespectful  as  to  take  that  decisive  step  l)efore 
the  worshipful  company  arrive  to  see  it.  We  fear  that  the 
Russian  armies  will  not  stand  on  the  forms  which  honest 
Caleb  attributed  to  his  tower,  and  will  not  wait  for  the 
coming  of  the  French  and  English  company.  Harbarians 
as  they  are,  they  do  not  know  how  to  respect  the  dignity  of 
our  slow  movements  ;  stepping  a  minuet  as  we  are  before 
them,  while  they  are  rudely  plunging  through  the  mud  of 
the  Dobrudsclia  to  their  object.  War  is  said  to  be  like 
chess,  and  in  this  game  we  have  given  our  adversary  the 
move  throughout.  He  bad  it  in  the  Principalities,  and  not 
only  the  move,  but  the  odds  of  the  pawn  and  move,  for  the 
provinces  were  avowedly  taken  in  pledge.  He  next  had  the 
move  at  Sinope,  and  a  cut-throat  move  it  was.  He  now 
has  it  in  the  Dobrudscha,  against  which  we  have  not  yet  in 
prospect  even  a  tardy  counter  move.  It  is  too  bad  that  he 
will  not  wait  for  us.  By  the  autumn  we  shall  be  quite  ready 
for  the  spring  campaign.  A  most  untoward  circumstance  it 
is  to  be  pitted  against  an  adversary  who  will  not  fence  in 
harmony,  and  who  will  without  scruple  or  manners  push  in 
carte,  when  our  ward  is  prepared  for  him  in  tierce.  But 
this  it  is  to  have  to  do  with  a  barbarian.

THE  TREATY  OF  FRANCE  AND  ENGLAND. 

No  more  important  event  has  marked  the  present  century, 
fertile  as  that  century  has  been  in  mighty  changes  and  great 
exploits,  than  the  treaty  just  proclaimed  between  France 
and  England  for  restoring  peace  to  Europe.  The  brevity 
and  simplicity  of  its  terras  completely  harmonise  with  its 
grandeur.  The  two  wealthiest  and  greatest  powers  of  the 
world,  each  of  whose  yearly  revenues  quadruples  that  of  the 
Czar,  stipulate  to  produce,  to  place  in  the  field  and  upon 
the  sea,  a  force  sufficient  to  secure  the  independence  of  the 
East,  and  finally  to  save  the  world  from  any  attempted  re¬ 
newal  of  those  colossal  empires  which  swallowed  up  the 
prosperity,  and  annihilated  the  freedom  and  civilisation  of 
antiquity. 

All  such  attempts,  in  modem  times,  to  resuscitate  that  vast 
predominance  of  one  country  and  one  master,  have  hitherto 
been  as  providentially  attended  by  failure,  as,  in  tiroM 
long  past,  all  circumstances  appeared  to  contribute  to  their 
gradual,  wonderful,  and  final  success.  That  one  power 
should  direct  all  others  was  the  tendency,  and  proved  to  be 
the  achievement,  of  antiquity.  The  contrary  principle 
is  established  by  the  results  of  all  modem  experience. 
Nevertheless  it  required  very  great  efforts  to  check  first 
and  finally  destroy  successive  modem  attempts  at  European 
predominance.  Charles  the  Fifth  and  his  son  were  defeated 


CIVILISED  WAR. 

The  effect  of  the  Orders  in  Council  respecting  the  com¬ 
merce  which  may,  and  may  not,  be  carried  on  during  the 
war  with  Russia,  may  be  summed  up  in  one  word :  the 
trade  in  Russian  produce  must  be  honestly  a  second-hand 
trade.  The  movements  of  neutrals  are  left  free,  excepting 
only  as  regards  blockaded  places;  but  subjected  to  this 
condition,  and  the  prohibition  of  articles  contraband  of  war, 
arms,  and  ammunition,  there  are  no  restrictions  upon  what 
they  may  fetch  and  carry,  no  inquiry  os  to  the  origin  of 
goods  and  merchandise. 

This  is  certainly  not  war  to  the  knife  with  the  enemy’s 
commerce,  nor,  be  it  added,  with  our  own.  Russian  trade 
will  suffer  to  some  extent,  for  trade  can  never  be  deranged 
or  disturbed  in  any  degree  without  detriment;  but  the 
amount  of  the  injury  will  be  the  diminution  of  its  commercial 
operations  and  their  profits,  not  the  extinction.  And  in 
proportion  as  we  hurt  our  enemy  the  less  by  this  mitigated 
system  of  hostilities,  so  we  hurt  ourselves  the  less  also.  And 
this  is  not  all.  The  enlargement  of  neutral  rights  is  the 


by  a  great  combination  of  interests,  leagued  in  support  of 
civil  and  religious  freedom.  Louis  the  Fourteenth’s  scheme 
was  baffled  too,  but  only  by  vast  national  and  personal 
exertions.  Napoleon  in  our  time  not  simply  attempted,  but 
to  all  appearance  had  nearly  consummated,  the  monstrous 
desira.  Nicholas  now  makes  the  last  essay,  and  the  nephew 
of  Napoleon  joins  with  us  to  strike  him  down* 

We  say  the  last ;  because,  in  sober  truth,  tbfe  thirat  of 
vast  empire  and  extended  territoij  has  ceased  to  animate 
the  most  civilised  and  powerful  nations.  Hitherto  ambition 
grew  with  power.  No  country,  no  dynasty,  could  think  itself 
too  great.  In  the  last  century,  to  enlarge  upon  the  value 
of  conquest  and  territorial  acquisition  had  become  not 
only  the  desire  but  the  duty  of  every  statesman.  We  Eng¬ 
lish  were  the  first  to  unlearn  such  a  belief.  We  have 
not  only  unlearned  it  as  politicians,  but  our  very  people  have 
lost  the  taste,  the  spirit*  the  pride  of  conquest.  There 
is  not  a  rational  Englishman  now  living  who  would 
to  add  a  single  square  mile  to  the  territories  of  Gieat  Bri¬ 
tain.  And  the  same  oonvicHon  the  Freach  have  ewne 
to  in  a  certain  degree,  though  not  in  such  fulsess  as  our-

rarely,  if  ever,  in  his  poems,  any  epithet  begotten  of  mack 
more  fancy  than  is  necessary  to  suggest  such  as  these.  Tb- 
same  deficiency  in  this  one  part  of  the  poetic  faculty,  too  ig 

to  be  noticed  in  the  absence  of  all  that  unconscious  imagerv 

which  springs  up  unsown  like  a  weed-growth  in  the  ^l(jg 
upon  which  some  other  poets  spend  their  labour.  It  ig  j 
growth  often  in  need  of  hoeing ;  but  to  repress  such  weeds 
Mr  Arnold  needs  no  hoe,  for  there  grows  in  his  field  nothing 
that  he  has  not  evidently  sown  and  tended.  His  images^ 
of  the  set  classic  form,  elaborately  planned  and  several  lines 
long,  like  Milton’s  ‘As  when  a  vulture  on  Imaus  bred.’ not 
to  go  back  too  far  for  on  example.  In  writing  of  an 
elevated  character,  this  kind  of  imageiy,  as  all  readers 
know,  is  in  the  highest  degree  effective,  and  only  a 
true  poet  can  form  it  with  success ;  but  it  is  of  a  kind 
deliberately  sown  and  reared.  It  is  not  the  spontaneous 
growth  of  a  luxuriant  soil,  it  belongs  rather  to  the  poet’s 
judgment  than  his  fancy.  Milton  of  course  poured  treasures 
of  all  kinds  into  his  verse ;  his  judgment  and  his  fan^ 
were  an  Adam  and  Eve  holding  joint  rule  over  the  Eden 
of  his  poetry.  With  ]\Ir  Arnold  it  is  not  so  ;  he  is  a  poet 
with  one  portion  of  his  faculty  preponderant.  We  do  not 
for  an  instant  think  that  we  have  reason  to  complain  of 
that ;  we  complain  only  that  he  has  erred,  and  has  shown  a 
narrowness  of  view,  in  burdening  his  book  with  a  preface 
that  endeavours  to  set  up  his  own  kind  of  writing  as  the 
goal  towards  which  all  other  poets  are  to  run. 

It  is  a  pity  that  Mr  Arnold’s  pugnacious  preface  should  thus 
compel  attention  to  itself,  and  take  attention  from  the  verses 
it  is  meant  to  illustrate.  The  first  and  longest  poem  in  the 
book,  perhaps  also  the  best,  certainly  a  very  beautiful  and 
carefully  finished  work,  is  seriously  marred  hy  the  sameim- 
pertinent  prologue,  which  dwells  in  the  reader’s  mind,  and 
pertly  suggests  from  time  to  time,  ‘  See  !  here  I  am  Wng 
‘illustrated,’  ‘  Please  to  observe  why  this  was  done  in  this 
way;’  and  at  last,  when  the  reading  of  the  poem  is  brought 
to  an  end  with  a  sense  of  hearty  and  entire  approval,  in  steps 
the  obtrusive  preface  again,  saying,  ‘  Please  to  observe  that 
‘  you  have  been  gratified,  t^uod  erat  demonstrandum.’  That 
we  are  gratified  with  nearly  the  wliole  of  Mr  Arnold’s 
volume,  that  it  is  a  book  of  poems  more  than  usually  good, 
we  are  far  indeed  from  wishing  to  deny,  since  they  are  the 
facts  which  it  is  our  special  object  in  this  notice  to  affirm. 
Put  poetry  is  manifested  in  a  hundred  forms,  and  the 
approval  of  one  is  hy  no  means  a  condemnation  of  the 
ninety-nine. 

Mr  Arnold’s  imagination  is  not  to  be  thought  weak  for 
wanting  liveliness.  Jt  works  with  admirable  power  in 
perfecting  the  conception  upon  which  he  bases  each  oue 
of  his  poems ;  his  incidents,  and  all  the  groupings  inci¬ 
dental  to  his  narratives,  are  perfectly  poetical,  and  often 
heightened  in  effect  hy  very  happy — although  always  care¬ 
fully  constructed — turns  of  fancy.  Tristram  is  dead  in  his 
bed  ;  Iseult  has  sunk  upon  the  ground  and  died  beside  him.

I'he  religious  difficulty,  therefore,  is  practically  a  serious 
one  in  private  as  well  as  public  education  ;  and  philosophy 
has  no  greater  cause  of  complaint  agsinst  the  Church  than 
against  the  sects  ;  for,  however  divided  against  each  other, 
they  all  make  religious  truth  to  consist  in  some  definite  pro¬ 
positions  concerning  the  nature  and  providence  of  God,  and 
ui  treating  all  indefinite  faith  as  no  fiiith  at  all.  Hut  in  the 
nature  of  things  religion  no  more  admits  of  «  priori  theories 
than  physical  science.  On  the  contrary,  both  are  equally  ob¬ 
structed  by  them.  If  religion  were  not  in  the  heart  t»f  man, 
it  would  not  be  in  the  schools ;  but  the  religion  of  the  heart 
is  no  doc  rinc;  and  the  tearlimg  of  Jesus  Christ  was  no  doc¬ 
trine  in  the  Churrh  sense  of  the  woni.  Systematic  theology 
grew  up  afterwards,  and  has  been  a  source  ol  perpetual  strife 
and  mi'^ery  in  ihe  world.

Poems.  By  Matthew  Arnold.  Longman  and  Co. 

Pays  and  Hours,  By  Frederick  Tennyson.  Parker  and 

Son. 

These  are  two  volumeg  of  poetry,  differing  much  in  the 
manner,  but  both  in  the  matter  good.  They  represent,  as 
to  topic  and  diction,  opposite  ends  of  the  wide  range  which 
may  be  taken  by  tho  true  poetic  faculty.  Mr  Arnold 
warns  all  men  that  he  sits  at  tho  feet  of  /bjschylus,  that  he 
cares  for  his  topic  much,  and  less  for  diction.  Mr  Frederick 
Tennyson,  who  would  have  all  |)oets  faithful  to  nature,  cares 
for  diction  most,  and  will  take  for  hi.s  topic  anything  or 
almost  nothing,  careless  whether  his  nimble  and  very  grace¬ 
ful  fancy  dances  round  a  hale  old  oak,  or  the  slim  ghost  of  a 
maypole.  Mr  Arnold’s  fancy  is  not  suffered  to  go  out  and 
dance.  Every  poem  must  have  its  great  topic  or  story, 
which  is  its  fact,  and  the  imagination  must  then  stick  to 
its  fact  closely ;  for  what  Poetiy  wants  is  Facts,  meaning, 
of  course,  not  Mr  fJradgrind’s  facts,  hut  such  great  old  facts  j 
as  Iphigenia,  tt’dipus,  Prometheus,  and  so  forth. 

There  is  immortal  strength  in  stories  of  this  kind,  no 
doubt,  when  simply  and  faithfully  treated  by  a  man  who  has 
a  right  poetic  faculty.  Nevertheless,  men  may  admire 
sphinxes  and  Meinnons  without  throwing  out  of  window  all 
their  Dresden  china.  A  pyramid  is  very  grand,  as  being  a 
largo  old  thing  treated  simply ;  but  it  is  not,  therefore,  the 
model  to  he  followed  by  all  architects:  so,  neither  docs  the 
grandeur  of  ./I'schylus  make  it  essential  that  he  should  be 
taken  as  a  model  hy  all  poets.  Mr  Arnold  probably  would 
condemn  tho  flippancy  of  these  remarks  upon  tho  code  of 
poetical  legislation  prefixed  hy  way  of  preface  to  liis  book  of 
poems.  And  very  possibly  ho  would  ho  in  tho  right  as  to  his 
opinion  of  onr  levity  ;  hut  while  his  prcfaco  is  in  print,  let 
him  accuse  no  man  of  presumption.  His  song,  as  we  pre¬ 
sently  will  prove,  is  very  good  ;  it  places  him  apart  from  the 
main  body  of  the  warbling  choir  that  make  tho  walks  of 
literature  echo  with  a  pleasant  twittering;  but  his  attempt  to 
impose  his  own  manner  of  singing  on  his  fellow-choristers 
is  nevertheless  bad  in  taste,  and  obviously  false  in  argu¬ 
ment. 

It  is  a  mistake  of  youth.  Some  of  our  young  singers  are 
for  putting  the  whole  globe  right  in  a  song,  or  at  any  rate 
for  displaying  with  a  master  hand  tho  whole  clockwork,  and 
for  counting  every  cog-wheel  that  goes  to  the  working  of  the 
human  spirit.  ^Ir  Matthew  Arnold  is  more  modest  than 
this,  being  only  for  pressing  a  lleform  Bill  on  bis  brother 
poets, — which  he  will  ho  glad  one  day  to  withdraw*.  He 
did,  indeed,  when  he  was  younger,  as  he  tells  us,  wish 
“  to  delineate  tho  feelings  of  one  of  tho  lust  of  the  Greek 
“  philosophers,”  in  a  poem  named  Empedocles,  which  he 
has  w  ithdrawn  from  this  collection  of  his  verses.  “  not,”  he 
adds,  “  because  he  had  in  his  own  opinion  failed  in  the 
“  delineation  which  ho  intended  to  effect,”  but  because  such 
a  subject  wanted  the  interest  of  action.  The  action,  the 
topic,  must,  he  thinks,  be  all  in  all.  “  All,”  he  says,  “  depends 
“  upon  tlie  subject ;  choose  a  fitting  action,  penetrate  yourself 
*'  with  the  feeling  of  its  situations  ;  this  done,  everything  else 
“  will  follow.”  He  quotes  Menander,  who  called  a  comedy 
written  when  not  a  line  existed,  because  the  plot  was  perfectly  { 
elaborated  in  his  mind.  He  exclaims  against  the  degree  of 
attention  that  is  now  paid  to  happily  turncd  lines,  rich 
imagery,  and  brilliant  passages.  He  fails  to  see  tho  tenfold 
wealth  of  expression  added  to  the  narration  hy  Shakespeare 
of  a  tale  such  as  Macbeth,  I-ear,  or  Othello;  when  an 
imaginative  power,  greater  than  yEschylus  possessed,  is  spent 
on  a  tale  that  id'’.schylus  would  have  been  proud  to  work  at 
in  his  simpler  way.  Ho  understands  “  what  ]\I.  (iuizot 
“  meant  when  he  said  tiiat  Shakespeare  appears  in  his  lan- 
“  guage  to  have  tried  all  styles  except  that  of  simplicity. 
"  He  has  not,”  Mr  .Vrnoldadds,  “  tho  severe  and  scrupulous 
“  self-restraint  of  the  ancients,  partly,  no  doubt,  because  he 
“  had  a  far  less  cultivated  and  exacting  audience.” 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  how  narrow*  a  view  Mr 
Arnold  has  here  taken  of  Bootry.  It  is  confined,  in  fact,  to 
tho  circle  of  his  own  habits  and  experiences.  It  is  as  if  the 
north  wind  were  to  whistle  to  tho  winds  from  south  and  east 
and  west.  You  are  all  wrong,  indeed  you  are  ;  you  must

THE  FINE  ARTS. 

ROYAL  ACADEMY. 

Of  our  first  glance  round  the  walls  of  the  Royal  Academy 
we  can,  as  usual,  only  speak  very  hurriedly,  and  must  b« 
content  merely  to  name  a  few  of  the  most  important  works. 
We  “enter  an  appearance  "  for  them,  with  intention  of  re¬ 
turning  to  each  hereafter.  The  great  picture  of  the  year 
is  Maclise^s  Marrutge  of  Strongbow,  Karl  of  Pemhrohef 
with  the  daughter  of  the  King  of  Leinster,  a  marriage  cele¬ 
brated  on  the  battle-field  after  the  sack  of  Waterford.  In 
other  words,  this  work,  in  many  respects  the  most  remark¬ 
able  that  has  been  painted  in  modern  days,  and  undoubtedly 
the  painter’s  masterpiece,  represents  and  commemorates 
the  final  conquest  of  Ireland.  In  its  composition  and 
colouring,  in  the  wonders  of  its  drawing,  in  the  extraordi 
nary  power  of  its  details,  in  the  magnitude  and  scope  of 
its  design,  the  treatment  is  equal  to  the  greatness  of  the 
theme.  It  is  a  worthy  illustration  of  the  national  history. 
On  another  occasion  we  shall  speak  of  it  fully.  It  provides 
matter  for  the  study  of  hours,  and,  we  may  add,  if  our  first 
impression  can  be  trusted,  for  the  admiration  of  centuries. 

It  w'ould  seem  to  be  one  character  of  the  present  exhibition 
that  several  of  our  best  artists  have  contributed  to  it  their 
best  efforts.  Never  before,  perhaps,  have  we  had  from  Mr 
Frith — many  as  are  the  good  tilings  that  ho  has  done — a 
fucture  like  the  group  of  company  on  Ramsgate  sands,  entitled 
Life  at  the  Seaside.

THE  OXFORD  rVITERSlTT  BILL. 

On  the  order  for  going  into  committee  upon  this  bill,  Mr  B. 
PALMER  (in  the  absence  of  Sir  W.  Heathcote)  moved  an  instruction 
to  the  coininittee,  that  they  have  power  to  provide  for  the  case  of 
Winchester  College  in  connexion  with  Now  College. - The  CHAN¬ 

CELLOR  of  the  EXCHKljUKR,  on  the  part  of  the  government,  did 

not  objeot  to  the  motion;  which  was  ag'eed  to. - Mr  HEY  WOOD 

then  moved  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  a  select  committee,  as  better 
able  to  deal  with  the  details  of  the  measure,  which  required  very 
great  consideration.— —Mr  NKWDKQATK  supported  the  motion. 

- Mr  EWART  approved  the  general  scope  and  provisions  of  the 

bill,  regretting,  however,  that  it  did  not  provide  for  the  admission  of 

dissenters  into  the  university. - Mr  HORSMAN  thought  that  thie 

attempt  to  reform  the  universities  had  been  made  at  the  right  time 
and  in  the  right  way,  and  was  desirous  of  strengthening  the  hands  of 
the  government  in  dealing  with  this  great  question.  On  the  other 
hand,  itap|>eartd  to  him  that  the  subject  had  been  very  imperfectly 
discusMd,  and  was  very  imperfectly  understood  In  that  house  ;  and, 
observing  that  the  necessity  of  some  reform  was  admitted  by  the  uni¬ 
versity  itself,  he  examined  the  views  and  objects  of  the  various  classes 
of  reformers.  He  desetibed  the  system  of  the  two  chief  English 
universities,  and,  contrasting  their  results  with  those  obtained  in  the 
universities  of  Germany,  in  ancient  history,  in  every  branch  of  philo¬ 
sophy,  and  in  editing  the  classics,  he  insisted  tliat  the  decay  of  learn¬ 
ing  in  our  universities  was  alone  a  sufficient  justification  of  this  mea¬ 
sure.  Although  these  institutions  professed  to  be  great  theological 
seminaries,  they  were  deficient  in  theological  teaching  and  in  philo¬ 
logical  learning  bearing  upon  theology,  compared  with  the  German 
universities  ;  in  fact,  we  had  no  modern  theology  whatever,  he  con¬ 
tended,  wherewith  to  dilute  the  works  of  those  German  oommentat9rB 
who,  it  was  notorious,  differed  in  their  views  of  Christianity  from 
those  adopted  in  England,  and  which  were  translated  and  disseminated 
in  our  universities  on  account  of  their  transcendent  superiority. 
Summing  up  what  he  considered  to  be  the  main  defects  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  collegiate  system,  he  proceeded  to  show  that  the  bill,  although 
founded  upon  right  and  sound  principles,  did  not,  by  its  provisions, 
remedy  these  defects.— —The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCHEQUER,

Lord  Cockbdrn,  one  of  the  Judaea  of  the  Court  of  Session  in  Scot- 
IaidI,  (lied  in  Kdinburgh  on  the  26ih  inst.,  after  a  short  illness.  At¬ 
tached  during  the  whole  course  of  a  long  and  active  life  to  tho  capital 
of  his  native  country.  Lord  Cockburn  adorned  the  bar  of  Scotland  by 
his  eloquence,  the  bench  by  his  sagacity,  and  the  society  of  Edinburgh 
by  Ills  playful  and  afTectionute  dispuiition.  He  beld  for  upwards  of 
half  a  century  a  conspicuous  place  in  that  remarkable  society  of 
Kdinburgh  to  which  be  baa  himself  raised  no  unworthy  monument  in 
his  "  Life  of  Lord  Jeffrey.”  Throughout  his  whole  career  be  was  ar¬ 
dently  devoted  to  Liberal  principles  and  to  the  cause  of  public  im¬ 
provement.  Ilia  legal  pursuits  were  accompanied  by  a  strong  taste 
for  literature  and  an  enlightened  appreciation  of  the  flue  arts.  Both 
in  speaking  and  in  writing  his  style  was  nervous  and  original  10  a 
remarkable  deiiree  ;  and  the  name  of  Lord  Cockburn  deserves  to  be 
I  remembered  among  those  Scottish  worthies  who  baro  done  most 
honour  to  their  profession  and  their  country. 

Mr  J.  Fitzoerald,  the  Knight  of  Olin,  died  of  cholera,  after  a  few 
hours’  illness,  at  Glin  Cattle,  on  Tuesday.  The  deceased  was  Lieut.- 
Colonel  of  the  county  of  Limerick  Militia,  and  one  of  the  oldest 
magistrates  of  the  district. 

Health  or  London. — The  return  fur  the  week  that  ended  last 
Saturday  discovers  an  increase  in  the  mortality.  In  the  first  and 
second  week  of  this  month,  the  deaths  in  London  were  respectively 
1,149  and  1,087:  in  the  third — namely,  last  week,  they  rose  t> 
1,193.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1844*53  the 
average  number  was  1,000,  which  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase 
of  population  becomes  1,100.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  lost 
week  is  therefore  nearly  100  abore  tbe  calculated  amount.  In  com¬ 
paring  the  results  of  the  la^t  two  weeks  it  appears  that  the  increase 
arises  mainly  from  the  epidemic  class  of  diseases.  The  following  are 
tbe  special  beads  under  which  it  is  found:  Measles  which  rose  from 
34  cases  to  51,  hooping-cough  which  rose  from  63  to  83,  and  diarrhoea 
which  in  the  two  weeks  was  fatal  to  18  and  26.  With  regard  to 
typhus  and  continued  fever,  tlie  cases  were  not  so  nuinerout  in  the 
latter,  as  in  tho  former  week.  Two  deaths  from  cholera  were  re¬ 
gistered,  which  occurred  on  the  same  day.  Last  week  the  births  of 
891  bojrs  and  898  girls,  in  all  1,789  children,  were  registered  in 
London.  In  nine  corresponding  weeks  of  tbe  years  1845-53  tbe 
average  number  was  1,437.

Tcreisu  Victory  at  Kalafat. — A  despatch  from  Vienna  of  tk.

inent.  The  flotilla  and  numerous  transports,  of  which  the  Russian, 
could  dispose,  enabled  them  to  cross  the  river  in  three  places,  at  Pot 
Bachi,  below  Matchin,  at  Schatal-Bournou,  above  Taulcha,  and  on  a 
third  point  below  that  town.  The  Russians  attacked  with  vigour  tb, 
fortifications  raised  on  the  first  two  points.  One  of  their  regiments, 
sent  in  the  first  instance  against  the  position  of  Schatal-Bournou  di^ 
appeared  to  the  last  man.  Two  battalions,  afterwards  sent  forwird 
were  nearly  destroyed  in  totality,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  tenij 
fifteen  battalions  to  carry  the  entrenchments.

seriously  affect  both,  lie  proceeded  to  censure  the  language  held  by  the 
British  ministry  towards  the  Czar,  and  criticised  various  recent  events  in 
Turkey,  (Ireece,  and  the  Ionian  Islands.  ■  Mr  LAVARl)  defended  tho 
policy  of  ihe  Multan  towards  tlie  (ireek  residents  iu  his  dominions,  and 
eulogised  the  tolcranco  which  the  Forte  had  cons'antly  exercised.  1‘assiug 
on  to  remark  u|>on  our  military  preparations,  ho  accused  the  government 
of  serious  negligence  with  regani  to  many  practical  details  of  both  ser¬ 
vices.— —Mir  J.  (IRAIIA.M  vindicated  tho  government,  especially  with 
respect  to  the  operations  in  tho  Black  Hea,  requesting  the  honsn  not  to 
take  lor  granted  all  tho  narratives  giveu  in  the  ‘  .St  I'otcrshurg  dazette.’

— Sir  George  Brown,  commanding 
the  First  Division  of  the  Army,  and  his  Staff,  Ac.,  arrived  on  Thursday 
morning,  but  it  was  mid-day  on  Saturday  ero  tbo  troops  were  landed  and 
sent  to  their  quarters.  Why  was  this?  Hcrauso  nothing  was  readv  for 
them  !  The  force  consisted  of  only  a  thousand  ami  odd  men,  and  small  aa 
it  was,  owing  to  the  fault  of  “  somclioiiy  or  oUirr,"  it  had  to  lie  idle  for 
two  days  and  a  half  watching  the  seagulls,  or  with  half  averted  eye  re¬ 
garding  the  ceaseless  activity  of  the  French,  the  daily  arrival  of  their 
steamers,  the  rapid  transmission  of  their  men  by  the  paddlubox  boats  of 
their  vessels  to  shore,  and  the  admirsble  completeness  of  all  their  ar¬ 
rangements  in  every  detail — hospitals  fur  the  sick,  oread  atsd  biecuit 
bakeries,  waggon  traiua  for  earrying  atores  and  baggage— every  necesaary 
and  every  romfort,  indeed,  to  be  had  the  moment  their  ebips  came  in  { 
nut  a  British  pendant  waa  afloat  in  tbo  harbour !  Our  great  naval  State 
wai  ^represented  by  a  single  steamer  belonging  to  a  private  company. 

.  .  .  On  Thursday  tliere  was  a  general  bunt  for  quarters  through  the 

town.  Mr  Calvert,  the  Consul,  attended  by  a  dragoman  and  a  train  of 
lodging  (teekers,  went  front  bouse  to  bouse,  but  it  waa  not  till  the  eye  had 
got  accustomed  to  tho  general  style  of  the  buildings  and  fittings  that  any 
of  them  seemed  willing  to  accept  the  places  offered  them,  ihe  General 
got  a  very  fine  place  in  a  beau  ^martier,  with  a  view  of  an  old  Turk  on  a 
counter  looking  at  bis  toes  in  perpetual  perspective.  Cnioflel  Mullivaa 
and  staff  were  equally  successful.  Front  one  leant  all  : — The  hall  door, 
which  is  an  antiquated  concent— not  affording  any  particular  resistance  to 


THE  EXPEDITIONARY  FORCE  IN  TURKEY. 

The  *  Titties  ’  correspondence  from  Gallipoli  gives  a  very  discourag¬ 
ing  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  troops  are  "  accouiiuodated  " 
at  that  place.  We  extract  from  it  various  passages. 

Appearance  of  Gallipoli.— Take  dilapidated  outhouses  of  far¬ 
mers’  yards  in  Pmgland — remove  rickety  old  wooden  teneiiients  of 
Holywell  street,  Wych  street,  and  the  Borough — catch  up,  wherever 
you  can,  any  seedy,  cracked,  sLutterless  structures  of  planks  and  tiles 
that  have  escaped  the  lavages  of  time  in  our  cathedral  towns — carry 
off  sheds  and  stalls  from  Billingsgate,  and  add  to  them  the  huts  along 


the  shores  of  the  Thames  between  London  bridge  and  Greenwiclt — 
I  bring  them  all  to  the  European  side  of  the  Straits  of  the  Dardanelles, 

I  and  having  pitched  on  the  most  exposed  portion  of  the  coast,  on  a 
bare  round  hill,  sloping  away  to  the  water’s  edge,  with  scarcely  tree 
or  shrub,  tumble  them  ”  htggledy  piggledy  ”  on  its  declivity,  in  such 
wise  that  the  streets  may  resemble,  on  a  large  scale,  the  devious  traces 
of  a  bookworm  through  some  old  tome — let  the  roadway  be  very  nar¬ 
row,  of  irregularly  varying  breadth,  according  to  the  hulgings  and 
projections  of  the  houses,  and  filled  with  large  round  slippery  stones, 
painful  and  hazardous  to  walk  upon — here  and  there  borrow  a  dirty 
gutter  from  a  hack  street  in  Boulogne — let  the  bouses  in  paitslean  across 
to  each  other  so  that  the  tiles  meet,  or  that  a  few  planks  thrown  across 
from  over  the  doorways  unite  and  form  a  sort  of 


”  patsage  ’’  or  arcade 
—  steal  some  of  our  popular  monuments,  the  shafts  of  various  na 
tional  testimonials,  or  Irish  round  towers — surround  them  with  a  light 
gallery  about  twelve  feet  from  the  top,  put  on  a  large  extinguisher¬ 
shaped  roof,  paint  them  all  white,  and  having  thus  made  them  into 
minarets,  clap  them  down  into  the  maze  of  buildings — then  let  fall 
big  stones  all  over  the  place — plant  little  windmills  with  odd-look¬ 
ing  sails  on  the  crests  of  the  hill  over  the  town — transport  the  ruins  of 
a  feudal  fortress  from  Northtrn  Italy,  and  put  it  in  the  centre  of  the 
town,  with  a  flanking  tower  extending  to  the  water’s  edge — erect  a 
few  buildings  of  wood  by  the  waterside  to  serve  aa  cq/if.  Custom-house, 
and  Government  stores— and,  when  you  have  done  this,  you  have  to 
all  appearance  imitated  the  process  by  which  the  town  of  Gallipoli 
was  created. 

Population  of  Gallipoli.— To  fill  up  this  city  you  must  catch  a 
number  of  the  biggest  breeched,  longest  bearded,  dirtiest,  and  sfate- 
lieat  old  Turks  (to  be  had  at  any  price  in  the  Ottoman  empire) ;  pro¬ 
vide  them  with  pipes,  and  keep  them  smoking  all  day  on  little 
wooden  stages  or  platforms  about  two  feet  from  the  ground,  by  the 
water’s  edge  or  up  the  main  itreeti,  as  well  as  in  the  sbope  of  the 

"or  arcades  already  described)  ;  see 


have  no  medical  comforts — none  were  fi  rwardedlfrom  Malta— end  so, 
when  a  i>oor  fellow  was  sinking  the  olh*r  day,  the  doctor  had  to  go  to  the 
Generel’s  and  get  a  bottle  of  wine  for  him.  The  hospital  secant  was 
sent  out  with  a  sovereign  to  buy  coffee,  sugar,  and  other  things  of  the 
kind  for  the  sick,  but  be  could  not  get  them,  aa  no  change  was  to  be  had 
in  the  place.  Alter  this  it  is  annoying  to  visit  the  French  hospital,  and 
see  them  so  well  prepared.  Everything  requisite  is  nicely  made  np  in 
small  packages,  so  that  they  can  be  earned  on  males’  backs,  and  maraed 


bazaar  (one  of  the  ”  passages 
that  they  have  no  slippers  on,  nothing  but  stout  woollen  hose  (their 
feet  gear  being  left  on  the  ground  below),  shawl  turbans  (one  or  two 
being  green,  for  the  real  descendant  of  the  Prophet),  fur-lined  flowing 
coats,  and  bright-hued  sashes  round  the  waist,  in  which  are  to  be 
stuck  silver-sheathed  yataghans  and  ornamented  Damascus  pistols  ; 
don’t  let  them  move  more  than  their  eyes,  or  express  any  smotion  at 
the  sight  of  anything  except  an  English  lady ;  then  gather  a  noisy, 
picturesque,  and  actire  crowd  of  fez-capped  Greeks  in  baggy  blue 
breeches,  smart  jackets,  sashes,  and  rich  vests — of  soberly -dresssd 
Armenians — of  intellectual-looking  Jews,  with  keen  flashing  eyes— 
Chasseurs  de  Vincennes,  Zouaves,  British  Riflemen,  vivandOree, 
''ftipers  and  Miners,  Nubian  slaves,  csmel-driveis,  commissaries, 
officers,  and  sailors,  and  dirset  them  in  streams  through  the  streets 
round  the  little  islets  in  which  the  smoking  Turks  are  harboured,  and 
you  will  do  much  to  populate  the  place.  It  will  be  obeerved  there 
are  no  women  mentioned,  but  children  are  not  by  any  means  wanting 
—on  the  contrary,  there  ie  a  glut  of  them,  in  the  Greek  quarter  par¬ 
ticularly,  and  now  and  then  a  bundle  of  clothe^  in  yellow  leather

brought  their  baggsge  to  the  camn.  The  camp  at  Dulari  must  be  broken 
up.  Huch  ie  the  oil  (/if.  The  Colonel  rej>orts  that  there  is  not  water  for 
the  men.  The  rumoured  site  of  the  new  eaiup  is  at  Chevek,  about  twenty 
miles  north  of  this,  where  Lieutenant  Wrottesley,  K.  K.,  discovered  a 
stream  of  water;  part  of  it,  however,  nins  through  a  salt-water  lagoon, 
and  tbo  water  for  some  way  above  and  below  is  brackish.  The  men 
suffer  exceedingly  from  cold.

REPLY  OF  THE  FRENCH  OOVERN.MENT  TO  TIIE 
DECLARATION  OF  RUSSIA. 

The  ‘  Moniteur’ conUins  the  following  reply  on  the  part  of  the 
French  Government  to  the  declaration  of  Russia,  in  answer  to  the 
summone  lately  nddreEsed  to  that  Power,  and  to  which  it  did  not 
ngree  ; 

The  Russian  Government  has  just  published  a  declaration,  in 
answer  to  the  summoiis  addressed  to  it  for  the  last  time  by  France 
and  England,  and  to  which  it  Las  not  consented  to  sub.icribe.  We 
have  not  the  intention  to  enter  once  more  into  an  examination  of  the 
arguments  refuted  to  satiety  ;  we  will  limit  ourselves  to  some  observa¬ 
tions  on  tlie  new  errors  which  that  declaration  is  endeavouring  to  get 

accredited.  ,  ,  .  ,  .-.i  * 

In  the  first  place,  the  Ru‘Bian  Government  demands  by  what  title 
England  and  France  pretend  to  exact  the  evacuation  of  the  Princi”  j 
p.iliiifs  of  the  Danube.  There  is  no  one  so  ignoiaiit  as  not  to  be ; 
aaare  how  much  their  summons  is  found'd  upon  right.  The  Powers 
who  signed  the  nets  of  Vienna  have  themselves  recognised  them  as  ^ 
such.  The  Cabinets  of  Paris  and  of  London  acted  on  this  occasion  i 
in  virtun  of  treaties,  and  their  conduct  had  the  ajiprobatiou  of  other  | 
giivernmeiils.  How  (says  the  declaration  of  the  Russian  Cabinet)  ^ 
could  we  evacuate  the  Principalities,  without  even  the  shadow  of  the^ 
conditions  to  which  the  Emperor  had  made  subordinate  the  cessation  : 
of  that  occupation  being  fulfilled  by  the  Ottoman  Government  I  Rut  ; 
these  conditions  which  Russia  required  were  manifestly  unjust,  and 
the  conference  of  Vienna  had  formally  confirmed  on  that  point  the  | 
judgment  of  Europe.  The  declaration  adds,  that  the  Russian  aimics  ^ 
could  not  evacuate  Ihe  Principalities  in  the  midst  of  a  war  which  the  , 


the  Great  Towers  to  seek  for  others.  The  Uuisiaii  Govuniinent 
bitterly  complains  of  (he  demand  which  the  Cabinets  of  Taris  and  of 
Lnndnn  addressed  to  the  Commander-in  Chief  of  its  naval  forces  at 
•Sehastu|>ol  in  consequence  of  tlio  ag:rebsion  of  Minopc.  We  admit  that 
that  demand  was  unusual,  but  it  was  railed  for  by  a  state  of  things  which 
was  not  less  so ;  and  it  was  not  until  after  every  means  of  conciliation 
whirli  patience,  moderation,  and  a  sincere  desire  can  suggest  had  been 
exhausted,  that  France  and  Great  Britain  had  recourse  to  that  extreme 
measure.  It  is  truo  that  the  Russian  (Tovernment  attempts  to  lessen  the 
proportion  whirh  *‘  exists  between  the  effects  and  (he  cause,’*  adding 
“that  the  two  Towers  are  compelled  to  exaggerato  (ho  object  of  it  by 
putting  forth  tho  most  vaguo  accusutious  against  Russia."  In  order  to 
provo  tlie  gravity  of  the  cause,  it  is  only  necessary  fur  us  to  call  to  mind 
tho  declarations  inado  at  Vienna  in  tho  documents  of  tho  Conference; 
and  os  to  the  object,  tho  revelations  containod  in  tho  Knglish  documents 
sufficiently  prove  that  the  accusations  of  Franco  and  Great  Britain  are 
far  from  being  exaggerated.  Acoordiiig  to  tho  declaration  of  tho 
kussiiui  Cabinet,  we  have  less  respect  for  the  independence  of  ihe  Torte 
than  it  has;  and  one  of  tho  proofs  which  it  adduces  for  this  is,  that  the 
()  tumaii  (government  has  renounced,  by  treaty,  the  power  of  making 
pcacu  without  its  allies.  In  entering  into  that  engagemont  the  Torte 
only  contracts  a  reciprocal  obligation,  on  tho  footing  of  a  perfect  equality, 
aiul,  moreover,  in  strict  conformity  to  constant  and  general  usage  and  the 
law  of  nations,  when  several  unito  together  to  pursue  by  arms  a  coiuniun 
object. 

I'fio  Torte  (adds  the  Uussisn  Cabinet)  is  about  to  be  forced  to  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oiigageinciit  wliich  would  extend  to  all  1*8  siibjerts  eijiinlity 
of  civil  and  political  rights.  That  assertion,  far  from  being  well  founded, 
gives  ns  hu  occasion  of  showing,  in  a  striking  manner,  what  is  the  ditlerenee 
uf  acting  between  Russia  ami  the  Western  Towers  in  their  rolatiout  with 
the  Oitomuii  em|ure.  Russia  has  insisted  on  stipulating  with  the  Torte 
either  in  a  treaty  or  by  means  of  a  note,  for  the  inaiuteuance  of  the 
liberties  of  the  Sultan’s  subjects.  Tlio  other  Towers  have  not  for  a  single 
moment  thought  of  requiring  from  the  I’orte  any  such  engngemout, 
either  in  the  form  of  a  treaty  or  uf  a  note.  They  have  not,  it  is  true, 
neglected  any  occasion  to  suggest  to  llin  Tone  such  measures  as  appeared 
to  them  best  calculated  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  Christians  in 
the  Turkish  emtiire ;  hut  they  never  could  have  thought  of  restricting  the 
sovereignty  of  the  Hultan,  when,  on  the  contrary,  they  were  taking  up 
arms  in  defend  it  against  the  pretensions  wliich  were  menacing  it,  “  It
